From  a  Reader’s 
Notebook

Grandma  said  I  must  wait  until 
my  legs  were  long  enough  to  reach 
the  sewing  machine  pedal  before 
she  could  teach  me  to  sew.  Being 
unusually  small  for  my  age.  it  was 
springtime,  and  way  past  my 
eighth  birthday  before  1  took  my 
first  lesson. 


Grandma  advised,  “Choose  a  ma¬ 
terial  that  you  will  enjoy  wearing, 
and  a  pattern  which  is  not  too 
difficult.”  After  1  selected  a  riot¬ 
ous  colored  plaid,  and  a  blouse 
pattern  with  puffed  sleeves,  tucks, 
rounded  collar  and  buttons  in 
pairs  down  the  front,  she  com¬ 
mented  dubiously,  “If  it  suits  you. 
it  tickles  me  to  death!” 


In  spite  of  careful  instruction,  this 
creation  was  one  of  unmatched 
plaid,  nervous  tucks,  exploring 
sleeves,  wandering  buttons  and  a 
slipping  collar,  hut  pride  fluttered 
my  heart  beneath  that  blouse.  Al¬ 
though  it  was  far  from  a  master¬ 
piece,  it  brought  me  joy,  knowl¬ 
edge.  confidence  and  a  love  for 
sewing  ever  after. 


If  your  child  is  too  small  to  con¬ 
trol  an  electric  sewing  machine 
or  reach  the  pedal  of  another 
model,  a  mother  can  do  the  basic 
sewing  and  let  the  little  girl  add 
some  of  the  finishing  touches. 
Simplicity  Pattern  No.  3676  is  a 
nice  example.  Let  the  child  cut  out 
tiny  felt  designs  of  flowers  and 
tack  them  on  the  skirt  straps  and 
pockets  of  the  suit  jacket. 


Or  try  Simplicity  Pattern  No. 
2819.  From  this  Susan,  my  ten 
year  old.  made  red  cotton  shorts 
covered  with  exclamations  of  polka 
dots  for  her  first  cartwheels  on 
the  spring  grass.  She  found  it  easy 
to  make  a  wide  inside  placket  and 
fasten  it  with  hooks,  adding  a  but¬ 
ton  to  fasten  the  waist  securelv. 


Little  girls  like  buttons  almost  as 
well  as  comics  and  cookies.  Let 
them  sew  on  their  own.  Rather 
than  using  the  conventional  cross 
stitch  in  the  four  eyes,  try  stitch¬ 
ing  out  from  one  eye  to  eath  of 
the  other  three.  This  gives  a  novel 
flower  effect. 


My  girls  will  greet  the  first  robin’s 
chirp  in  navy  and  white  checked 
coats  of  rayon  suiting,  lined  with

Warp  Petersham  Ribbon-Color:  Black  .  .  .  1 
yard  of  3"  Martin  Ribbon,  same  kind-CoIor: 
Fresh  Lavender  or  Romany  Violet  ...  1  yard 
of  3"  Martin  Ribbon,  same  kind-Color:  Enga- 
dine  Rose  or  Dark  Beauty  ...  4  inches  of 
feather  boning  ...  5  sets  of  hooks  and  straight 
eyes  .  .  .  Black  thread,  rose  thread. 

All  you  do: 

1.  Cut  each  piece  of  ribbon  one  inch  longer 
than  your  waist  measure.  2.  With  black 
thread  stitch  one  edge  of  the  black  ribbon 
over  the  lavender-colored  ribbon  by  over¬ 
lapping  slightly.  3.  Lap  one  edge  of  the  rose- 
colored  ribbon  over  the  other  edge  of  the 
lavender-colored  ribbon  and  stitch  together, 
using  rose  thread.

36)  started 
her  professional  career  in  New 
York  with  the  Powers  Agency.  Ever 
since  those  teen  days  she  has  had 
a  warm  spot  in  her  heart  for 
Simplicity  because  many  of  her 
first  assignments  were  modeling  for 
the  Simplicity  school  magazine, 
Modern  Miss.
